The old town pump of Washougal is now on display in the museum. It was originally in 
the intersection of 17" and B Streets.

As happens, another question surfaces. Does anyone have a map of the old Cascade 
Military Road of the 1850’s—from Vancouver to Cascades, Stevenson, and on to Walla Walla? 
The Rushing Water book has it in part, from the Clark-Skamania line to Stevenson. Roughly, it 
went from Vancouver through Washougal, up over Forrest Hill, over Canyon Creek, Prindle, 
“Cascades” and Walla, Walla. 

The local Lewis and Clark planning for Captain Clark Provision Camp at Cottonwood 
_ Beach is just getting under way. Besides modest improvements at the site, a dike walk with stops 
along the way with information of particular interest is being looked into.
